Selon une deuxieme variante la housse peut comporter un pro- 
longement pour prot^ger le guide. 

Selon une troisieme variante, le systeme de fermeture peut

"Eclair", soit par tout autre moyen de fermeture.

La housse (1) representee sur la figure 1 comporte une poche 
75 (3), ferm4e par deux boutons (6), dimensionnee pour recevoir 
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le oetit materiel d'entretien. Cette poche (3) verra son ouver- 
wre dirig4e vers le grand c8t* du trapeze afin de ne pes per- 
mettre aux outils de s'achap^er en cas d'oubli de fermeture sur- 
tout dans une utilisation sac a dps. Pour des motions de com- 
modity cette poche (3) sera cousue avant le pliage de la hous- 
se (1). Une sangle (2) raunie de ses deux crochets (9) fix=s 
a deux anneaux (4). Ces anneaux sont fixes a deux morceaux de 
sangle pour renforcer les points de traction.

housse (1). 

La housse (1) developed dans la figure 4 permet de constater 
que le type de forme choisi utilise une decoupe d'une seule pi-» 
ce permettant une economie -e couture. Sa deooupe de maniere in- 
dustrielle en sera facilit4 e . 

Cette housse selon 1' invention s' adresse done parti culierement 
aux utilisateurs de tronconneuses tant prof essionnels qu'amateurs.

(54) Cover for Storing and Transporting Chain Saw 
(57) Transport Device for a Chain Saw 

The invention relates to a cover 1 with one or two removable straps 2 for easy transport of 
a chain saw. 

The invention consists of a cover 1 with an opening made up of a flap 5 secured by six 
buttons 6 for inserting the chain saw into the cover 1 . 

The device has a window 10 on the front surface allowing the machined guide to project 

outward, in addition to a pocket 3 on the side to hold small equipment. 

The straps 2 are removable so that the cover 1 can be used as a shoulder bag when 

equipped with one strap 2 or as a backpack if both straps 2 are used. 

The straps 2 are equipped with clips 9 which are attached to the cover 1 by means of rings 

4. Each strap 2 is adjustable thanks to a buckle 8 allowing its length to be adapted to the 

user's size, and has a pad 7 to protect the shoulder.

The present invention relates to a cover for storing and transporting chain saws. 

At present, chain saws are transported by means of the machine's operating handle. The 

user therefore bears all the weight of the chain saw with one arm. The user is also obliged 

to hold the chain saw whenever moving around, resulting in considerable fatigue within a 

short time. The user must also be equipped with a storage sack for all small-scale 

equipment (spark plug wrench, screwdriver, sharpener, and so on). 

The invention can remedy these disadvantages by facilitating transport of the chain saw 

and of small-scale equipment while freeing up the user's bearing arm. 

The invention consists in fact of a cover made of waterproof fabric which envelops the 

body of the chain saw. 

This cover, trapezoidal in shape (which is typical of most chain saw bodies), has a flap on 
the right-hand side which is closed by six buttons distributed around its perimeter. This 
flap allows the chain saw to be inserted into its storage space without difficulty. 
All the ribs of the cover are reinforced by over-stitching to ensure better maintenance of 
the cover as well as greater durability. 

On its front side the cover has a small window, varying in size according to the particular 
model, allowing the chain saw's guide to project. 

This cover is equipped with four metallic rings secured at the four corners of the 
trapezoid. These rings are secured to the ends of the straps; the rings themselves are 
sewed onto the internal surfaces of the bases of the trapezoid to reinforce the durability of 
its pressure points. 



These four rings make it possible to secure both straps. These straps are equipped at their 
ends with clasps which hook onto the four rings. 

These straps are adjustable in length thanks to a self-locking buckle, to allow the user to 
adjust the cover to his physique. The straps are also equipped with pads to cushion the 
weight of the machine at the point of contact with the shoulder. These pads are bright- 
colored so that the cover can be located easily after being placed on the ground in the 
woods. 

The two straps allow the cover to be used either as a shoulder bag, in which case a single 
strap is sufficient, or as a "backpack," using both straps. 

On the side of the cover opposite to the flap, it also has a pocket closed by two buttons for 
storing small-scale equipment that is essential to the user of a chain saw (such as a spark 
plug wrench, a sharpener, a screwdriver, and so on). 

In a preferred embodiment of the invention, the fabric utilized is a PVC fabric of the 
"tarpaulin" variety, because of its durability and waterproofing. In this same preferred 
embodiment, this cover is closed by six buttons. 

In a preferred embodiment, the guide is not enveloped in the cover, allowing guides of 
various lengths to be used on a single machine. 

Finally, in a preferred embodiment of the invention, the two straps are removable to allow 
two types of utilization: either as a shoulder bag (a single strap) or in the backpack 
configuration (both straps). 

In an initial variant, the cover can be of waterproof material using a different fabric. 

In a second variant, the cover can include an extension to protect the guide. 

In a third variant, the closing system can be replaced either by pressure closings or by a 

zipper, or else by some other means of closing. 

The drawings attached to illustrate the invention are as follows: 

FIG. 1 Lateral view of the left-hand side of the cover in the shoulder bag configuration 

FIG. 2 Lateral view of the right-hand side of the cover in the backpack configuration 

FIG. 3 Front view of the cover 

FIG. 4 Unfolded view of the cover 

The cover (1) illustrated in FIG. 1 includes a pocket (3) closed by two buttons (6), sized 
to hold small-scale maintenance equipment. This pocket (3) has its opening directed 
toward the long side of the trapezoid so that the tools cannot fall out in the event the user 
forgets to close it, especially when used as a backpack. For the sake of convenience, this 
pocket (3) is sewed in place before the cover is folded (1). A strap (2) is equipped with 
its two clasps (9) secured to two rings (4). These rings are secured to two portions of strap 
to reinforce the pressure points. The two portions of strap will be sewed in place before 
the cover is folded. The bright-colored pad (7) can slide along the strap so that it can be 
positioned perfectly on the user's shoulder. 

The adjustment buckle (8) will be placed on the low portion of the strap (2) to avoid 
disturbing the positioning of the pad (7). 

The cover (1) illustrated in FIG. 2 presents the flap (5) equipped with its buttons (6). 
The four rings (4) and the eight buttons (6) (six for the flap, two for the pocket) will be 
sewed on at the end of the production process. 



As can be seen from the front surface of the cover (1) illustrated in FIG. 3, the window 
(10), allowing the chain saw f s guide to extend out, will be produced half on the small side 
of the trapezoid (5) and half on the front surface of the cover (1). 

The cover (1) seen unfolded in FIG. 4 shows that the type of shape chosen makes use of a 
single piece of fabric, allowing economy in the sewing process. Industrial cutting of the 
fabric is thereby facilitated. 

This cover according to the invention is therefore suitable for both professional and 
amateur chain saw users. 

PATENT CLAIMS 

1 . Device for storage and transport of chain saws characterized in that it consists of a 
cover (1) equipped with a strap (2) or two straps and of a storage pocket (3). 

2. Device according to claim 1, characterized in that the cover (1) has a window (10) 
on its front surface to allow the chain saw's guide to project outward. 

3. Device according to claim 1, characterized in that the cover (1) on its right-hand 
side has a flap (5) closed by six buttons (6). 

4. Device according to claim 1, characterized in that the pocket (3) is located on the 
side opposite the flap (5). 

5. Device according to claim 1, characterized in that the cover (1) is made of 
waterproof fabric equipped with four rings (4). 

6. Device according to claim 5, characterized in that the rings (4) are secured to the 
corners of the cover (1). 

7. Device according to claim 1, characterized in that the cover (1) can be used with 
either one or two straps (2). 

8. Device according to claim 1 or claim 7, characterized in that the straps (2) are 
removable and are secured on the four rings (4) by four clasps (9) located at their 
ends. 

9. Device according to claims 1 to 8, characterized in that each strap (2) is equipped 
with an adjustable buckle (8) as well as with a bright-colored pad.
